MONTREAL. (CP) — 
Helmeted police carrying 
three-foot-long truncheons 
brought to an end early 
today an>occupation of a 
McGill University building 
by members of a French- 
Canadian nationalist 
group. 

Barricading themselves inside 
the university’s data-processing 
tiant Tuesday night, 11 mem- 
bers of the Mouvement Peur 
l'Integration. Scolaire had- voted 
te occupy the building “until 
Premier Jean-Jacques Bertrand 
decides to abandon his language 
rights bill.” % 

A spokesman for the MIS said 
the occupation was in protest of 
a proposed bill that would guar- 
antee Quebec parents the right 
to have their children educated 
in either English or French’ 

The occupation—accompanied 
by a demonstration by about 100 
MIS sympathizers who chanted 
slogans outside .the data-pro- 
cessing  building—triggered 
minor -scuffles when about 200 
McGill University students tried 
to destroy placards and Quebec 
flags carried by the demonstra- 
tors.

Canada 'sead ‘Tuesday that a few} 
million dollars spent in prevent- 
_|ing pollution’ is worth billioris /of 


dollars in curing its effects. 
She also said that pollution of 


“| thé earth, ‘air. émd water is~a 


challerige to life itself and thus 
tanks among’ the~ major issues 
of the time. 

‘We must act to arrest. the. 
abuses of our environment and 
to remedy the abuses already 
inflicted upon it." said. Robert 
Kaplan at the opening of .a 
debate in the United Nations. 
‘General Assembly on a Swedish 
resolution calling for a 1972 
interrtational conference on pol- 
jution, 

Kaplan said that for the first 
time in man’s history, fresh air, 
fresh water and. clean soil 
“must be consideted in the 
same economic terms ~as food, 

clothing and electricity.’ 

He urged underdeveloped 
countries not ;to fall into the’ 
errors of the large and growing 
countries. He said. the costs of 
rectifying the errors of the past 
in terms of pollution are huge. 


The cost<of taking. preventive} 


action was comparatively small. 

On the question of costs he 
Said Canada and’ the United 
Statés have almost reached the 
point of no return on’ the St. 
Lawrence-Great Lakes system. 


A recent study of Great Lakes 


pollution cost $7 million alone. 
Implementation of remedial 
programs would cost “hundreds 
of millidns of dollars." 


Through ° persistent . neglect 
and inadequate remedial mea- 
sures, Lake Erie had been 
converted from ‘‘source of food, 
fresh water and recreation into 
a~ chemical tank, in which 
pleasure boating, Jet alone 
swimming, is done at peril.” 

“Tf you fall from a boat in 
Lake Erie you are advised to 
have a tetanus injection.”” 

So bad was the pollution of 
the lake thaf one~proposal , is 
that it be drained entirely. 

Water pollution was not the 
ohly concern of Canada. 


AIR CONTAMINATION 

There was also contamination 
of the air ffom such things as 
industry and auto ‘exhaust, 
coastal waters from shipping 
and urban waste disposal and 
“poisoning of the soil-and crops 
through - uncontrolled use’ of 
chemicals and the effects which 
such chemicals have on the 
balance of nature and our. 
wildlife.”

“*PHE FEDERAL GOVERN- 
\ 4 ment’s offer to share with the 
provinces the proceeds of offshore 
development of mineral resources 
has elicited the tentative approval 
of one or two of them, requests for 
further study from others, and indi- 
cations of hard-fought opposition 
from the rest. 


The. proposal calls for a more, 


or less arbitrary line to be drawn 
off both east and west coasts, aver- 
aging a mile from the.shore. On the 
landward side of the line coastal 
provinces would administer exploita- 
tion of undersea mineral resources 
and receive the full proceeds; to sea- 
ward the federal: government would 
receive 50 per cent and the provinces 
would share the remaining 50 per 
cent. The landward side of the line 
would encompass about one-tenth 
of the continental shelf. 

For provinces which claim juris- 
diction and all rights to the whole 
shelf area off their-coasts—such as 
Quebec and British, Columbia—such 
an arrangement would bite deeply 
into the prospects of revenue from 
the-vast dévelopment of the ocean 
floor which is predicted for the 
future. 

But the federal government bids 
from strength, for the Supreme 
Court of Canada recently rendered 
its opinion that the federal authority 
can rightly claim jurisdiction and 
control of the~continental shelf be- 
low the low-water line. Under the 
proposed ‘arrangement Ottawa 
would retain jurisdiction over the 
entire shelf area-_but—permit_the 
provinces to-administer their respec- 
tive shares. 


» 


There is a particular reason for 
the federal authority to retain full 
control over the outer reaches of the 
continental shelf. It is there that dis- 


_ putes or arrangements withforeign== 


countries will occur, requiring a fed- 
eral voice to speak for Canada. 
The federal offer, while appear- 
ing arbitrary as to the exact location 
of the “mineral resources adminis- 


tration line’, and the percentage 


split of revenues, is, as Mr. Trudeau 
explains, the result of long consider- 
ation -by federal officials and it is 
designed to achieve a quick agree- 
ment on a matter which might be 
wrangled over for years. Inasmuch 
as the Supreme Court opinion gives 
Ottawa full jurisdiction, the proposal 
appears to be a fair and resonable 
compromise. 


It.is still open to alternative sug- 
gestions, as Mr. Trudeau says, but 
the people of Canada—which; as 

-some premiers seem to forget, in- 

« cludes the people of the provinces—- 
will not wish to see a protracted 
dog-fight develop over disposition of 
government revenues. from the 

ocean fl66r. They will be more inter- 
ested ‘in ensuring that, whichever 
authority administers the people’s 
property, the people will receive a 
full return for private development 
vf their resources, and that the pub- 
lic domain under the sea will “not 
suffer the fate of so much of that on 
land, where unmindful public serv- 
ants and aggressive developers have 
in times past left the people with less 
than an adequate return for re- 
moval of their natural resources.

Many of my doctor friends 
think indigestion is due often to 
lack of gastric juice or normal 
gastric acidity, but I must 
have seen hundreds of healthy, 
comfortable people — without 
any gastic juice. I can re- 
member only one patient 
whose indigestion I was able 
to cure by giving the dilute 
hydrochloride acid. 

For years, we doctors had

There’s a twinkle in John 
Elford’s eyes today when he 
says “they have stood up 
pretty well, don’t you think?” 

Bricks -that are in demand 

right now from. the old North 
Ward School were also made 
in the: Elford, and Smith 
yard—before John Elford was 
apprenticed there. 
* He thinks that they would 
have sold at that time for 
perhaps five or six dollars a 
thousand, Today those same 
bricks are bringing the con- 
tractor who is.demolishing the 
school eight cents each. 

First. Elford and “Smith 
brickyard was on Garbally 
Road. It soon became too 
small to produce all the 
bricks needed and the move 
was made to the Graham 
estate. 

Bricks in those days were 
made by the slop method. The 
mud mixture was stirred in a 
pit in the ground with scoops 
motivatéd by driving a horse 
around and around the hole. 
Bricks were cut by hand when 
the- muck was jiidged right. 

Tt “wasn’t long until the 
contractors realized .this 
method was far too slow.-So 
they brought in  wire-cutting 
machines from Seattle that 
could turn out bricks by the 
thousands.in one firing. _ 

It was on these machines 
that North Ward School bricks 
were made. and that John 
Elford learned his trade. 


he 


When he. starts naming the 
places erected by Elford and 
Smith at the height of their 
popularity as builders, . the 
telling has the ring of Vic- 
toria’s history in the making: 

There was the Driard Hotel 
(part of T. Eaton Company 
store *today), the Victoria 
Hotel built for Harry Helm- 
cken, the Queens for Simon 
Leiser and. the New England 
Hotel, famed in its early days. 
for its gourmet foods. 

The Adelphi Building, too, 
that once stood where the 
present post office is located, 
‘and. the Weiler Building, Also 
practicallyevery brick build- 
ing on. lower Johnson Street 
and adjacent Government 
Street. And so many more, it 
is impossible to list them all. 

Many .of these buildings 
were erected before Joh El- 
ford became an apprentice in 
the brickyard. A good many 
more were built in the 42 
years he remained a master 
brick burner. 


Today, when he: is reminis- 
cing he remembers them all. 
And he speaks of each one

This. is the area where 
reform must take place.
